Mr.  ChairTiian  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  mjr  Annual  Report  for  the  vear  ended  December, 

31st  1955. 

The  Ref:istrar  General's  estimate  of  the  population  at  mid-year  rras  8,200.  The 
population  at  the  Census  (1951)  uas  s,s  8,196. 

The  Birth  Rate  shows  a sli^^ht  fall.  The  number  of  live-births  was  139  compared 
wdtli  166  in  195^.  There  were  6 illegitimate  births,  compared  with  11  in  1954. 

There  were  no  still  births,  compared  mth  3 in  1954. 

The  Death  Rate  showed  a fall,  while  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  rose  slightly. 
The  total  of  deaths  was  79  compared  \'ri.th  86  in  1954.  With  the  ever  increasing  number 
of  elderly  persons  in  the  population,  a rise  in  the  death  rate  must  be  e:q?ected  in 
the  future.  Approximately  11  per  cent  of  the  population  is  65  years  old  or  more. 
Diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulator^’-  system  accounted  for  34  of  the  deaths,  and 
cancer  for  12,  there  being  a reduction  in  those  two  causes. 

There  was  a fall  in  the  Inf  an -bile  Death  Ra-te  from  18*07  per  1,000  live  births 
to  14*38.  T-vto  infants  under  a year  old  died  compared  i?ith  three  in  1954.  Tliere 
were  no  deatlis  associated  v/ith  childbirth.  Eight  deaths  were  due  to  accidents 
(including  three  from  motor  accidents). 


The  analysis  of  the  causes  of  death  amongst  the  population  as  a v/hole  shows 
that  diseases  of  tlie  heart  and  circula-bory  sys-tem,  were  the  largest  cause, 
accounting  for  43  per  cent  of  the  deaths.  The  number  of  deaths  from  cancer  in 
one  form  or  another  was  12  compared  ?ri.th  15  in  1954.  There  Trore  three  deaths  from 
hotifiable  infectious  diseases  (other  than  Tuberculosis),  No  deaths  from 
Tuberculosis  ivere  reported. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  reports  upon  sanples,  that  the  qualily  of  tlie  water 
supply  is  satisfactory/,  and  the  quantity’-  is  becoming  more  adequate. 

The  bofel  number  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  notified  rose  from  46  in  1954 
to  236  in  1955  the  main  cause  of  the  increase  being  due  to  measles,  -vliich  totalled 
211  cases. 

There  \iere  16  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  notified  during  the  year.  There  is  no 
doubt  -chat  unsuspected  cases  of  tuberculosis  are  at  large  amongst  the  population, 
Modern  methods  of  diagnosis,  close  co-operation  between  the  various  authorities 
responsible  for  the  health  of  the  population  bring  many  of  the  unsuspected  cases 
to  light.

It  will  be  seen  from  this  table  that  34  deaths  were  due  to  diseases  of 
the  heart  and  circulatory  system,  a reduction  of  twelve.  Twelve  dea/ths  v/ere 
due  to  cancer  in  one  form  or  another  compared  mth  15  in  1954*  There  were 
no  deaths  from  Tuberculosis,  corapared  with  tliree  in  1954.  There  were  no 
deaths  from  Diphtheria,  "tyhooping  Cough,  Meningitis,  Polionyelitis , Measi.es, 
Pneumonia  accounted  for  three  deaths,  influenza  for  one  and  accidents 
(including  motor  accidents)  for  eight  deaths,

The  provision  of  all  types  of  hospitoX  accommodation  is  tho  responsib- 
ility of  tho  CX/yd  and  Deesido  Hospital  Management  Coramittoe,  There  pjro 
two  general  hospitals  within  tho  Urban  Area.  "Part  3 Accommodation"  is 
provided  at  Lluesty  General  Hospital,  and  at  St.  Asaph,  for  persons  tompDrar- 
ily  or  permanently  houseless. 

National  Assistance  Act  1948.  (Section  47),  (removal  to  some  suitable  promises 
of  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention) , One  case  was  dealt  wdth  under  this 
heading  during  the  year,  Tho  person  was  an  aged  vraman  unable  to  look  after 
herself,  she  was  removed  under  a magistrate's  order  to  a local  hospital, 
after  her  livingroom  wont  on  fire  duo  to  the  use  of  candles  for  lighting, 

SECTION  C.  UATSR  SUPPIZ. 

Tho  arrangements  made  mth  Birkenhead  Corporation  to  augment  the 
Authority's  insufficient  water  supply  ha.vo  proved  to  bo  satisfactory.  The 
problem  of  water  supply  is  one  which  is  troubling  most  local  authorities, 
in  North  Wales,  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  more  water  will  bo  avail- bio  from 
tho  Birkenhead  Corporation' s supply,  wiicn  that  authority  vdll  have  completed 
its  scheme  for  extraction  of  water  from  the  River  Deo. 

Numerous  repairs  on  services,  ball  valves,  overflow  pipes  etc.  wore 
carried  out  in  1955  xvhich  reduced  wastage. 


Bryncel^.rn  and  Station  Road  water  schemes  vrare  put  into  operation. 

Tho  EryncelATi  scheme  enabled  approximately  LiD  additional  houses  to  be 
served  wdth  piped  supply  if  required.  Approximately  12  properties  have  talcen 
advantage  of  this  service  and  have  been  connected. 

The  Station  Road  scheme  provided  a better  supply  to  the  properties 
abutting  this  road.  The  old  main  was  too  small  to  provide  adequate  water. 

The  Holway  water  scheme  was  put  into  operation  to  suppler  high  points 
in  this  area.  A tapping  was  taken  from  the  9"  Holywell  Rural  District 
Council  main  from  which  Birkenliead  water  was  dra\m  and  supplied  to  tho 
Council's  reserwoir.  There  are  no  premises  in  this  area  now  with  low 
pressure  difficulties.

This  carried  out  by  direct  labour  and  a regular  weekly  collec- 
tion is  maintained  despite  several  difficulties  the  chief  ojaongst  which  is  the 
labour  shorta.ge.  Great  difficulty  is  experienced  in  obtaining  suitable  men 
for  this  important  but  unglamorous  work. 

Disposal  of  the  refuse  is  by  controlled  tipping  and  this  is  now  subject  to 
tlie  necessary  supervision  to  prevent  nuisance.

SECTION  D,  Housing, 


The  requirements  of  the  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act  1954 
were  complied  with  and  a survey  made  of  all  dwellings  in  the  Urban  Area,  The 
Sanitar^^  Inspector  carried  out  tliis  preliminary  survey  and  his  report  revealed 
the . considerable  nunber  of  unfit  houses  in  the  area. 


In  all  393  houses  were  recommended  for  action  under  the  Housing  Acts  in 
a ijcriod  of  nine  years,  dealing  with  188  in  the  first  five  years,  I am 
pleased  to  report  that  the  Council  accepted  the  report,  together  m til  tne 
recoiiEendation,  without  any  hesitation  and  the  suggestions  wore  sent  to  the’ 
Minister  for  his  observations.  They  were  approved  vitriout  any  modification. 

The  work  of  inspecting,  representing  etc.  the  first  of  the  above 
programme  is  now'  under  way  and  it  is  hoped  that  'the  programme  set  out  vrill  be 
proceeded  with  without  undue  delay.

SECTION  E,  Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

The  quality  of  milk  from  the  point  of  view  of  composition  is  tiie 
reponsibility  of  the  County  Council,  as  the  Food  and  Drugs  Auttiori'ty, 

On  1st  October  1955  only  designated  milks,  i.e.  Tuberculin  Tested  or 
Heat  Treated,  were  saleable  in  the  area  due  to  this  district  being 
included  in  a "Specified  Area"  declared  by  the  Minister  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food.  This  is  a great  step  forward  in  the  total  elii-.iination 
of  tuberculosis  in  humans.  There  were  10  retailers  selling  inillc  in  the 
Urban  Area  and  samples  xjore  taken  regularly,  all  \\rere  satisfactory.

Slaughtorin^  Facilities: 


After  a hearing  at  the  local  Court 

the  Counci  issued  a further  slaughterhouse  licence  malcing  a total  of 
two  slaughterhouses  in  the  area.  The  quality  of  cattle  etc.  slaugh'bcrod  has 
inpreved  enormously  since  decontrol,  with  the  supply  of  younger  aniarals.

So  icc  cream  is  manufactured  in  the  district,  A.U  ice  cream  is ’made  in 
factories  outside  tho  anoa,  and  sarapling  for  comp33ition  is  done  in  the  a.reas 
of  manufacture.  All  22  premises  retailing  ice  cream  arc  registered  tho 

local  authority  and  regular  inspection  is  carriod  out.  All  the  sa.ipl.es  taJkon 
for  testing  as  to  cloantlness  ivere  satisfactory. 

Inspection  aid  Suporvision  of  Food-shops. 

Being  the  market  tovjn  for  a largo  rural  aroa,  Holyi/'fcll  contains  mary 
food-shops,  Tho  standard  of  food  hygiono  has  risen,  but  much  remains  to  be 
done  in  educating  those  who  handle  food.  If  tho  public  refused  to  buy  from 
dirt^’-  shops  the  Standand  of  hygiene  would  rise  rapidly,  IvCuch  has  been  done 
also  Imr  regular  visits  by  the  Sanitarjr  Inspector,  212  visits  were  made  to 
food-shops  in  this  connection.  Shop  Keepers  must  te  made  bo  roaliso  that 
they  have  a roponsibility  to  the  public  in  tliis  matter.

There  wore  no  deaths  from  pulmonary  Tuberculosis  during  the  j'-ear 
compared  with  tfirco  deaths  in  1954.  There  were  no  deaths  from  non  pulmonarj?- 
Tuberculosis,  The  continued  incidence  of  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  does  not 
necessarily  mean  that  the  complaint  is  more  prevalent  than  before.  It  results 
from  the  vigilance  of  the  general  practitioners,  and  the  co-operation  betejoen 
them  and  the  Chest  Clinics,  Many  of  the  cases  were  mild  ones  wliich  rteghb  easily 
have  escaped  notice.  T'hc  Chest  Clinics  are  fully  used. 

Mass  Radiography.  1955-56, 

In  the  autumn  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit  of  the  Vfelsh  Regional  Hospital  Board 
visited  Holywell'.,  and  were  stationed  at  the  Clinic.  2,359  persons  (1,060  males 
1,299  females)  were  examined  during  this  visit.  The  above  figures  include  children 
atterdnig  loca.1  grammar  and  secondary  schools. 

Of  the  total  numV)ers  exciiiined,  25  persons  (14  males  11  females)  required 
further  obseiwation  and  53  (22  males  31  females)  were  found  to  have  chest 
abnon  ic  J.i  tie  s , 


in  addition  to  the  above  totals,  the  workers  at  local  factories  were 
oxamiinod. 


The  Mass  X-ray  service  is  a most  valuable  ore  in  the  prevention  and  spread 
of  disease , and  it  is  hoped  that  the  unit  va.ll  visit  the  district  every  ye.ar. 

In  mriy  parts  of  V/alcs,  the  old  fear  of  Tuborculosis  shows  itself  in  the 
reluctance  of  ncoplo  to  attend  for  X-ray  e^nmination , but  in  this  area  the 
enlightened  view  that  oar!^  detection  means  a quick  return  to  hoalth,  fortunately 
prevails.  Th.e  provision  of  immunisation  against  Tuberculosis  is  approved  by  the 
Government,  and  arrangements  have  been  made  for  this  protection  to  be  made 
av-ailable  to  children  in  Flintshire,  A start  will  be  made  ■with  13  yean  olds 
in  gramieer  and  secondary  schools.  The  service  is  of  course  entirely  voluntanj’', 
Imminisation  against  Tuberculosis  is  already  available  to  infants  and  older 
children,  on  tTie  recommendation  of  the  Chest  Physician,  where  there  is  danger  to 
tno  children  due  to  the  presence  of  a case  of  Tuberculosis  in  any  family. 
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
